Mr. Barner authorizes to amend the claims 1,5,6,9,11 and 32 as following:

Furthermore, applicant's election without traverse of Species A and Group a (claimsl , 
3-5, 9, 10, 26 and 32-33) in the reply filed on 9/20/04 is acknowledged. Therefore, 
Claims 2, 6-8, 1 1-25, 27-31 and 34-35 are i cancelled. Therefore, claims 1 , 3-5, 9, 10, 
26 and 32-33 are pending in the elected species. 
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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1,3-5, 9, 10, 26 and 32-33 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

Claims 1,5,9 and 32 are allowed since there is no prior art teaches a collimating plate 
comprising 

• a light shield layer formed on said another surface of said lens substrate reverse 
to said plurality of microlenses so as to cover an area other than said plurality of 
light entrance areas; and 

• a diffuse reflecting layer formed on a surface of said light shield layer at a light 
entrance side of said light shield layer so as to cover the area other than said 
plurality of light entrance areas. 

Claims 3-4, 10, 26 and 33 are allowed since they depend on the allowed claims.
